Shooting Prime Ministers, 
like enforcing trade boy- 
colts, is the wrong way of 
fighting, apartheid. 'Native 
violence — if it ever comes 
to that — would be equally 
futile. Por while each serves 
to demonstrate opposition, 
they also have the effect of 
uniting the European 
population behind the Gov- 
ernment when the object 
should be to convince them 
of its wrongness,  For- 
tunately it was not an 
African who was involved 
in the weekend shooting and 
anything in the nature of 
police reprisula on — the 
native population should be 
ruled out. 

HE fact that a European 

hns been. held. for ques- 
tioning, moreover, will pro- 
bably incline the Union 
Government to believe that 
it was the work-of n crank. 
But to expect a back. 
pedalling on apartheid now 
is wishful thinking in the 
extreme. Risks ke this are 
accepted and expected, And 
since an attempt to kill even 
such o ruthless exponent of 
the.policy as Dr Verwoerd 
must bo regarded as sense- 
less and purposeless, it would 
bo churlish and petty not 
to wish him n_ speedy 
recovery. 

Many Africans undoubtedly 
wish him dend. The shoot- 
tings at Sharpeville recently 
have left a vast residue of 
bitterness ond hatred. The 
strict pass laws, the police 


raids—often brutally carried |. 


out and the myriad 
insults which the policy of 
White Supremacy has in- 
flicted, give the African and 
Asian peoplo every: reason 
fo detest the white man 
who governs them, And it 
ia vory difficult to see a way 
out that would satisfy the 
natural dignity’ and self- 
rospect of the native and 
still ensure the European of 
adequate protection for his 
way of life. 
UT there are signs that 
world opinion Is not 
passing unnoticed. © Last 
week, the nationalist Cape- 
town newspaper Dio Burger 
ixoported ‘that “ns far as 
external relations are con- 
corned, apartheld 1s a word 
which South Africa can no 
longer afford”. Unicss some- 
thing was done, South Africa 
would have the permanent 
reputation of “skunk of the 
world,” it added.

Even In his first published 
work—a study of tank warfare, 
from which the German 
general. stole the tactics hey 
employed to defeat the French 
army In 1940—de Gaulle show-
